that no Attorney or Solicitor should commence or maintain any 
action or suit, for the recovery of any fees charges or disbursements, 
at law or in equity, until the expiration of one month or more after 
such Attorney or Solicitor respectively should have delivered unto the 
party or parties to be charged therewith, or left for him her or them 
at his her or their dwelling-house or last [dace of abode, a Bill of 
such fees charges and disbursements, written in words at length, ex- 
cept times and sums : And whereas another Act was passed in the 
Parliament of Great Britain, in the twelfth year of his said late 
Majesty King George the Second, intituled, “ An Act for continuing

** Queen Anne, to regulate the price and assize of Bread, and for 
££ continuing explaining and amending the Act made in the second
